WASHINGTON, 
that Andrew Carnegie, by threats, 
compelled the formation of _ the 
United States Stee] Corporation, and 


an* acknowledgment that the steel 
companies before that organization 
counseled with the railroads as to 
the price of stéel, today marked the 
testimony of James Gaylor, vice-pres- 
idént of the corporation, and an of- 
ficer of the Carnegie concern for 
many years, before the Hquse Steel 
Trust Investigation Committee. 

Gayley said such understandings 
with the railroads were necessary 
to prevent a monopoly in the steel 
business, and denied that Carnegie, 
as charged by John W. Gates, had 
“held up” J. Pierpont Morgan, and 
in sv doing had forced steel manufac- 
turers to combine. 

History of Carnegie Firm. 

Questioned by Representative Young 
of Michigan, Mr. Gayley gave the his- 
tory of the Carnegie Steel Co. from 1885 
to 1901». when the gteel corporation was 
formed. . 

He described periods of ‘‘destructive 
competition” between different compa- 
nies and the ultimate progress and de- 
velopment of. thé Carnegie company. 
He also described new methods of mak- 
ing steel, and dwelt ‘upon their effect 
in advancing the values of steel p-op- 
erties.

“Were there any agreement as to 
the price. fm these days,’ asked Mr.

‘Gayley said he had_ ~»no _ personal 
knowledge that Andrew Carnegie had 
threatened to build a tube mill at Con-

@s charged by John W. Gates. 

The Carnegie company had purchased 
land at Conneaut, he said, for the loca- 
tion of a new plant, but it was not de- 
termined whether a tube works or a 
wire mill would be erected. The pur- 
pose of building either, he said, would 
have been to furnish an outlet for the 
steel of the Carnegie works near Pitts- 
burg, which steel had formerly been 
taken by the National Tube Co., a “Mor- 
gan .enterprise. 

Carnegic's Motive Questioned, 

“There has been a statement or a ru- 
thor,” shid. Representative Young of 
Michigan, “that Carnegie’s proposal to 
build a tube mill was not in good faith: 
that it was really a threat to aid him in. 
acquiring property or force others to 
«buy him out. Do you Know the facts?” 

“They was 1.0 proposal to anyone.” 
Gayley said, ‘and there was certainly 
no threat to build a-tube mill. The 
Carnegie company went ahead to carry 
out plans it had determined upon, but 
it had never decided whether a tube 
mill or a wire mill would be con- 
structed.” 

The National Tube Co. has ceased to

‘ having constructed its own blast fur- 
naces.

Mercautile Club Pioneer. 

The Mercantile Club has taken down 
the barriers*and a resolution just adopt- 
ed permits members to doff coats in 
the luncheon room on the fifth floor. 
A sign near the door reads: 

‘“Mentbers may remove their coats 
on this floor during lunch hour if 
they so desire.’’ ; 

Conrad Budke, Chairman of the House 
Committee had the qyestion of coats 
or no coats submitted to a vote of 
the members, and the shirtwaist men 
won by am overwhelming majority. The 
leaders of the coatless party were: H. 
E. Wagoner, ‘J.. W. Bemis and Harry 
Wheeler. Those most active in try- 
ing to defeat the resolution were: 
George P. Jones, J. R. Curlee- and 
Paul Jones. 

After the election is was announced 
that those members who objected to 
sitting down at table with coatless 
men would be served in the sixth 
floor dining room where coat must be 
worn. No coatless man may dine in 
the main dining room of the club on 
the fourth floor where meals are 
served to men and women. 

The general St. Louis rule-at all 
large clubs and restaurants is that 
the coat must always be worn whee 
women are among the diners. 


Noonday Club Sticks to Coats. 
One place where men may not re- 
move their coats, though women never 
enter there, is the Nooday Club, where 
many of the city’s millionaires take 
their luncheon. 

“Coats must be worn here,” said 
}Edward Ziska, manager of the Noon- 
day. “Though che question has never 
been put to a vote that seems to be 
the sentiment. Visitors from other 
cities are entertained here every day 
and they might not understand it if 
our members removed their coats.’’ 

Compromise at M. A. C, 

At the Missouri Athletic Club the prob- 
lem has been solved by a comproinise. 
A line of tall screens has been placed 
across the middle of thé main dining 
room. North of these screens coats may 
be removed, but. south of it they must 
pe “worn. 

At Faust’s restaurant coatless men are 
served only in the cabin and in the grill- 
room, where no meals are served to 
women. A man who attempted to re- 
move his coat in the main dining room 
on the second floor would start a riot. 
Only the grillroom at McTague’s has 
its latchstring out for shirt-waist men. 
The coatless habit has been growing in 
St. Louis since the Post-Dispatch some 
years ago agitated: the question. In 
many smaller restaurants men remove 
their coats even when women are among 
the diners. 
Most of the summer garden theaters 
still bar coatless men, though they may 
sit at the’ refreshment tables.’

Merchants Sign Contracts, 

It is planned by the navigation 
company to establish a permanent 
freight boat line between St. 
and Kansas City and open up the Mis- 
souri River for general river traffic. 
Regular trips will be made between 
the two cities, carrying freight in 
each direction. A hundred and fifty 
Missouri merchants have signed con- 
tracts to send their freight by the 
river line, according to Dickey. 

The reopening of the Missouri River 
as a freight route will be of al- 
most as much importance to St.Louis 
as to Kansas City. Freight from hére 
can be sent cheaply to points on the 
Missouri, and will open up a large 
field to be added to the St. Louis trade 
territory, 

Does Away With Coal Barges. 

It was necessary to have.a boat that 
could navigate in the shallow water and 
swift current of the Missouri River, and 
at the same time be operated with econ- 
omy. The tunnel type of vessel 
chosen as the most successful in shal- 
low water. 

The old steel-hull steamer Chester, 
which plied the Mississippi for vears be- 
tween St. Louis and Cape Girardeau and 
Chester, was taken over by the com- 
pany. The boilers and stern wheel were 
removed and the craft was fitted with 
three tunnels and screw propellers set 
well up under the hull. The screws are 
controlled by three high-power. com- 
pound engines. 

The boilers burn fuel oil, 
stored in tanks in the hull. This does 
away with all coal, -oal-carrying parges 
and roustabout to handle the coal. Two 
firemen worked 12-hour shifts and 
brought the boat from New Orleans to 
St. Louis.

CLAMORGAN FAMILY 
WAS FOUNDED 1793 








First of Name in St. Louis Was 
Spaniard; Wife a 
Negress: 


The Clamorgans are descendants of 
Jacques Clamorgan, a Spaniard, and 
Issther, a free mulatto woman, sup- 
posed to have been the child of one of 
the French founders of St. Louis. They 
were living together as husband and 
wife in St. Louis between 1793 and 1810, 
although the records do not show that 
they were legally married. 

Esther made application to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in charge of athig terri- 


tory for a piece of land four arpents 
square, near what is now Dock street. 
The application was made Oct.-2, 1793, 
and the grant was made two days later. 
In September, 1794, she deeded this 
piece of land to Clamorgan, who sold 
it to the Chonteaus, Nov. 6, 1810. 

Esther was widely known among the 
wealthy people of St. Louis during the 
early part of the century. Persons who 
have traced the history of the Clamor- 
gan family say they bave never asso- 
ciated with negroes. 

Clamorgan Left Fortune. 

Clamorgan left St. Louis and went to 
the Southwest for a period of several 
years, and during his absence a great 
deab of his property was sold. He re- 
turned and accumulated a considerable 
fortune before he died. : 

Gus V. R. Mechin, a title examiner, 
end Attorney R. B. Brownrigg have 
traced the history of the Clamorgans 
through the records of St. Louis real 
estate transfers. 4 : 

Attofney Brownrigge called atten- 
tion to Sec. 2174 of the revised stat- 
utes of Missouri, defining illegal mar- 
riages. This section provides that 
mdrringes between white persons and 
persons having more than one-eighth 
negro blood are illegal, 

Brownrige said the records would 
indicate ¢hat Collins’ wife did not 
have more’ than one-thirty-second ne- 
gro blood}! and that legally there 
would be no ground for the annul- 
ment of the marriage, if this proved 
true. 

The constitutionality of this statute 
has been sustained by the Supreme 
Court of Missouri. The courts of Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina have held 
that persons who did not have more 
than one-fourth negro blood were not 
negroes. 


The Legal Status. 
In passing on the Virginia case the 


Judge said in his opinion that if a per- 
son could show one drop less than one- 
fourth negro blood, he or she was not 
a negro. 

With reference to schools, the law is 
more stringent than in marriages., The 
Jaw declares that children of negro 
descent shall not be permitted to attend 
white schools. In the opinion of Attor- 
rey Brownrigg, children having any de- 
ere of negro blood could not legally. at- 
tend white schools, " 

Neither the statutes nor the courts of 
Missouri has defined a,ynegro. The En- 
cyclopedia of Law défines a colored 
person as one who has any perceptible 
mixture of African blood, and a ‘negro 
as a black man of African descent.

That it is being noticed 
now, he said, is because of the fact 
that many lines are just being connect- 
ed.

APPEALS TO PROSECUTOR 


Owner to Be Questioned, but 
Others Say Bark of Her Collie 
ds Worse. 





A matutinal choral voiced daily by 
Mrs. John Mueller’s pet mocking bird at 
her home, 3438 Ohio avenue, has got 
onto Mrs. Girba Spilker’s nerves, and 
she appealed Thursday to Prosecuting 
Attorney Merryman of the Wyoming 
Btreet Police Court for help. 

Mrs. Spilker lives around the corner 
from the Mueller home, and the bird, 


whose cage hangs outside the kitchen, 
is about 100 feet from the front of the 
Spilker flat. 

“You can hear it two blocks,” Mrs. 
Spilker told a Post-Dispatch reporter af- 
ter she had made her complaint to 
Merryman. “When it screeches, the 
noise is unearthly. When it imitates a 
canary or a bobwhite or a whippoor- 
will or a robin redbreast, the sound 
is pretty, but you never can tell what’s 
coming next. 

May Not Look Nervous But— 

“I weigh 165 pounds, and I may not 
look nervous, but I am. and I have 
“reached the point of desperation. I 
feel entitled to some sleep at night, but 
I don’t get it. That bird wakes me at 
sunrise every day. It gives a milk- 
man’s matinee, and wakes all the ducks 
and roosters in the neighborhood, and 
they join in the chorus. 

“Now, I’ve lived on street car lines, 
and the noise the cars make is bad 
enough, but you know what’s coming 
next, even when one has a flat wheel. 
The trouble with this mocking bird is 
that you never know what’s coming 
mext. It may switch from a bobwhite 
call to imitating a screech owl. I’m 
never sure but what it will imitate a 
sawmill next. 

“Sometimes I have to stop up my ears 
- to keep from screaming. 

“TI have lived there since last August, 
but in the winter the bird was kept in- 
side the house. It ought to be kept in- 
side during the nights in summer. The 
bird sings beautifully—when it !s not 
screeching. I would have no objection 
to it during the day. It is the early 
morning songs that get onto my nerves.” 

Mrs. Mueller scoffed at the complaint 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter told her 
of it. 

First Complaint In 11 Years. 


“That young lady came to me this 

morning,’’ she said, “and I told her I 
had kept this bird 11 years in this 
house, and never before has there been 
@ complaint about it. 
_“*Why don’t you close the windows 
at night, or go into the basement?’ I 
asked her. She said she didn’t want to 
suffocate. 

“Then do you expect me to make my 
bird suffocate?’ I asked her. 

“Anyhow, the bird will not sing so 
much after July. It begins to shed 
then. Surely~she can stand it a month 
longer. I'm not going to keep it in the 
house these hot nights.”’

CAMORRA TRA 
‘NOW HINGES ON 
STORY OF RING 


VITERBO, Italy, June 9.—Cuodél, a Ne- 
opolitan barber, was again in court at 
today’s sitting of the Camorra trial. 
Judge Romang, who conducted the 
earlier investigation into the murder of 
Gennaro Cuoccolo, for which crime the 
36 Camorrists are now on trial, and be- 
fore whom Cuoci had testified that he 
saw among the rings worn by Cuoccolo 
the one sequestered by the Carabineers 
following the arrest of the Camorrists, 
confronted the witness. The ring is re- 
garded by the prosecution as an impor- 
tant link in the evidence connecting the 
accused with the murder of Cuoccolo 
and his wife. 

When interrogated today Cuocl wav- 
ered as to whether he had seen the ring. 
The President of the Court urged the 
witness to tell the truth and say who 


| induced him to tell the story of the ring. 


The witness, still hesitating, he was 
threatened with prosecution for perjury. 
Judge Romani on continuing his inter- 
rogatory said he had gained the convic- 
tion of all the 50 persons gathered at 
the Ida Tavern banquet in Bagnoli on 
May 26, 1906, when the death of Cuoccolo 
was decided upon, and added that all 
the members of the Camorra were 
equally guilty.

ON BOARD STEAMSHIP § YPI- 
RANGA, June 9.—Gen. Porfiro Diaz re- 
cei-ed news of the earthquake in Mex- 
ico and the arrival of Senor Madero at 
the capital by wireless, while his steam- 
hip was abvut 1000 miles due east of 


Capt Matteras. 

Early to@ay and al! last night the 
ship was in communication with the 
wircless operator at Atlantic City, and 
former President Diaz postponed his 
usually early retiring hour until long 
pfter mitdnight to receive all the avail- 
able news of happenings in thiz couu- 
try. 

The wireless worked perfectly. After 
the first brief bulletins of the earth- 
quake and the announcement that the 
numer of dead might reach 150 or 
more, there came a brief account of 
Madero's reception at the capital. Then, 
as the wireless continued to work 
smoothly, the Atlantic City operater 
sent fuller detaiis, following them with 
long clippings from the metropolitan 
dailies and néwspaper comment of va- 
rious sorts on the Mexican situation. - 

Diaz read all eagerly. He expressed 
great sorrow over the earthquake dis- 
aster and desired that his sympathies 
should te communicated to his people. 
Hie said that he hoped the casualties 
weuld prove leos serious on further in- 
vestigation. 

Diaz is enjoying his sea trip and deé 
clares vigorously that he is much im- 
proved in health. The weather has been 
fine all the way. 


TY I SAVED AS 
S00 MEN BATTLE 
~WNTH OI BLAZE 


To prevcnt an explosion which would 
lave destroyed the towns of Wood 
iver and Benbow City, 500 men fought 
a fire four hours at the big storage 
plant of the Standard Oil Co., eight 
miles south of Alton, Thursday even- 
irg. 

One thousand barrels 
turned, but the fire fighters, all 
poyes of the company, dug trenches 
with spades to divert the river of burn- 
ing oll from tanks containing more than 
3,000,000 barrels. 

The fire started at 4:30 p. m. in the 
stillroom where the oil is refined before 
gcing to the tanks. ues 88 

Water Has Little Effect. 

One of the stills sprung a leak and 
the oll ran down into the furnace fire. 
It poured through the furnace vents 
and ran in a stream around the bases 
of the 24 othef stills in the room. 

The Standard. Oil Fire Department 
turned out. Half the men played on 
the flames with hose, ‘while others dug 
ditches. 

Water had little effect on the fire. 

The flames spread to one of the receiv- 
ing houses, a concrete structure contain- 
ing. 1000 barrels of oil, and this was 
quickly destroyed. Another receiving 
house near it was saved. 

Two hundred feet away was the near- 
est of the huge tanks containing thou- 
Sands of gallons of high proof gasoline. 
The river of flame from the stillhouse 
broke up into smaller streams and 
spread toward the tanks. 

When darkness fell the fiery rivers 
and the burning oil about the ati!) il- 
luminated the sky so that the reflection 
could be seen for miles.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Champ 


Clark boom for President took a big 
jump today. It was boosted by assur- 
ance from William J. Bryan and Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst of friendly hopes 
for success. 

Clark received Ietters from Bryan pro- 
testing that the INebraskan’s turndown 
on the wool schedule had not led to 


hard feelings; that, anyhow, Bryan was 


im a forgiviny and even generous mood, 
and tiat Clark still was his ideal of a 
leader (granting, of course, that Bryan 
was not in the running). Bryan, it is 
understood, did not commit himself to 
advocacy of the nomination of Clark, 
but indicated clearly that if Clark could 


get away with the nomination, Bryan 


not on:y would not put rocks on the 
track, but would help heave off those 
that might be chucked by others. 

The Speaker was assured by Col. John | 
Temple Graves that Hearst has a kind- 
ly feeling for him and his candidacy 
Col. Graves, who, perhaps better than 
any other man, can speak for Hearst, 
at least politically, said to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent: 

“Mr. Hearst and Mr. Clark served in 
Congress together. Mr. Clark, with 
that faculty for making friends which 
has become famous, made a friend of 
Mr. Hearst, and the friendship has cvn- 
tinued. 

“Mr. Hearst, naturally, is not unmind- 
ful of claims that he himself has on the 
Democratic party. The ideas that he 
has put forth, and has consistently de- 
fended, not only defended but advanced, 
in the last 15 years have become the 
principle of the new, or progressive, 
Democracy. 

“As Mr. Bryan has admitted frankly 
several times, and as Mr. Hearst has 
said himself, the presidential bee is a 
persistent tempter and hard to get rid 
of. But I think I ¢hn say that of the 
present avowed or tentative candidates, 
Mr. Hearst feels most kindly toward 
Speaker Champ Clark.” 

The Missouri delegation in Congress 
learned of this development with great 
interest, but was compelled to keep 
silence for the present. The compelling 
force was the fact that at the Demo- 
cratic Missouri platform convention last 
fall, former Gov. Joseph W. Folk was 
indorsed for President. That was done 
at the time, it was said, to eliminate 
Folk from the senatorial race, which 
finally was won by the present Senator 
Reed. 

The Missouri delegation therefore con- 
tents itself with silence, supplemented 
only by the statement that if Missouri 
desires Clark rather than Folk, the 
Democrats of Missouri will find a way 
to express that preference next spring, 
when delegates are selected to the na- 
tional convention of 1912.

DATE FOR A VOTE 
N BRIDGE BONDS 


Council Fails to Sanction the 
House Proposal to Wait 
Untit Nov. 7. 





Unless either the Council or the House 
of Delegates changes front on the 
House amentdments to a bill authoriz- 
ing a special election for the issuance 
of $2,250,000 additional bonds for the Free 
Bridge, the voting will be on Aug. 1, 
the date fixed by an ordinance already 
passed. The amendments’ adopted 
Thursday provide for postponement to 
Nov. 7, but the Council did not concur 
in them. 

In the event the election {fs held Aug. 
1, Comptroller Taussig believes, there 
will be a cloud on the validity of the 
bonds and a serious impairment of their 
salability, on account of the conflict 
with the State capital bond issue, set 
for the same date. 

To prevent a tangle that would injure 
the city’s credit, Comptroller Taussig 
availed himself of the privilege of his 
office and urged the Council, in the 
midst of the debate which threatened 
a further embarrassment of the ques- 


tion, to take time to consider its action. 


This was the first time in many years 
that the Comptroller has exercised the 
prerogative. 

Minority Report Fails. 

When the House Committee adjourned 
Thursday afternoon to consider its re- 
port, all but Chairman Oviatt agreed 
that Aug. 4 was too soon, and fixed 
Nov. 7. Oviatt made a minority report 
in favor of the bill, naming Aug. 4, 
but he and Speaker Lawton were the 
only delegates who supported that view. 
The postponement carried, 18 to 2 

When the bill was sent to the Coun- 
cll six councilmen voted With the dele- 
gates. Councilman Protzman wanted to 
change his vote from “no” to “yes,” 
to insure a majority for the amend- 
ments, but Acting President Espenschied 
couldn’t hear him and concurrence in 
the House’s amendment was defeated. 

From that moment the Council in- 
volved itself tn such a parliamentary 
tangle that Comptroller Taussig, fear- 
ing the resujJt on the city’s credit, 
pleaded for a delay until Saturday so 
that the City Counselor could be brought 
to the councilmen’s. assistance. 

Many of Mayor Kreismann’'s support- 
ers in the Council and other depart- 
ments were on hand to Influence dele- 
gate and councilmen to vote for Aug. 4. 

Toe Connect With Terminal, 
All the tentative plans of this west 
approach prepared by President Reber 
of the- Board of Public Improvements 
show connections with the Terminal 
Association's yards in the Mill Creek 
Valley. 

Supporters of the free bridge in vari- 
ous associations contend that the ap- 
proach should land in Gratiot street, a 
public highway, where it will be acces- 
sible to any railroad from the South or 
West without using the Terminal’s 
tracks.

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TO IMPROVE RECREATIONS. 

The amendment to the ordinance creating the 
Public Recreation Commission, broadening the 
scope of the commission’s work, which is pending 
in the Municipal Assembly, should be adopted. 

The change in the law authorizes the commis- 
son to investigate public recreations and amuse- 
ments and report the results of its investigations 
with recommendations of laws and ordinances for 
improving and increasing the means of recreation 
provided by the city and public bodies. It also 
authorizes the commission to investigate and re- 
port on recreations and amusements conducted 
by private persons, with a view to their better 
regulation. The commission is to make reports 
when requested by the Municipal Assembly and 
advise with the Education, Public Library, Police 
Boards and the Park Commissioner. The commis- 
sion is given the task of collecting information 
concerning the regulation of recreations and 
amusements elsewhere. It is authorized to re- 
port violations of law for prosecution. Assistants 
for recreation and inspection work are provided. 

“The amendments open the way to throw the 
light of publicity qn conditions of recreation 
and amusement resorts.

Senator Rayner of Maryland says he is very 
fond of Col. Theodore Rosevelt, and we see no 
reason to doubt the statement. Col. Roosevelt 
surprises him every ‘day, but the Marylander 
loves the man. With the political vagaries of 
the former President we are not at present con- 
cerned, wonderful as Senator Rayner finds them 
But to Roosevelt, the naturalist, the Senator 
devotes a sentence that contains much informa- 
tion.

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“A GOING CONCERN.” 

In his interesting story of the making of the 
Steel Trust, Judge Gary said: 

“I want to say that from the standpgint of the 
original cost of the concerns which were taken 
in and what it would have cost to reproduce them 
at the time, there is no doubt that the United 
States Steel Corporation was overcapitalized, but 
from the standpoint of what ..i the properties 
were actually worth put together as a going con- 
cern I do not Believe that the steel corporation 
was oOvercapitalized.” 

The “going concern” was an ultimate monopoly 
of iron ore and coke coal, with practical control 
of the steel and iron market through the “co- 
operation” of weaker independent corporations. 
The “co-operation,” , apparently voluntary and 
friendly, was enforced by the nienace of killing 
prices in the event of the adoption of a com- 
petitive policy by the independents. At one 
of the co-operative meetings, when threats of 
price cutting were in the air, Judge Gary said: 
“Gentlemen, we want you to co-operate on our 
basis for profitable market conditions, but if 
you insist upon our co-operating on your Dasis 
we will give you all the co-operation of that kind 
you want, and more.” 

The value of the “going concern” on a monopoly 
basis is the value Judge Gary and his associstes 
want guaranteed by the Government’s legalizing 
monopoly and guaranteeing a 5 or 10 per cent 
dividend through price regulation. Without mo- 
nopoly, which is doomed under the Sherman anti- 
trust law, the overcapitalization becomes water 
instead of solid dividend-paying securities. 

Besides the forced co-operation of the inde- 
pendents, the Steel Trust, with other trusts and 
their financia] backers, have engaged the volun- 
tary co-operation of the Government. -They have 
been sheltered uncer tariff privileges which have 
been capitalized for enormous profits; they have 
been “protected” ‘rom prosecution for violation 
of law; they have been backed in financial opera- 
tions in other countries, with all the power and 
influence of the Government; they have had the 
run of the National Treasury to support their 
schemes. 

What the people want is not more Government 
co-operation with plutocracy, but Tess. They in- 
sist upon wiping out the policy of privilege and 
favor for the few and a restoration of the princi- 
ple of equality and responsibility under the law 
for all.

St. Louis is willing to surrender a place 
at the bottom, so there should be no sedans ted 
about it. j 
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WISE ACTION. 

The action of the House of Delegates in adopt- 
ing the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion of a postpone- 
ment of the bridge bond election until autumn’ 
is wise.

The depopulation of Ireland which 
has been going on since 1841 appears 
at last to have met a decided check. 
The British decennial census of this 
year shows a population for this island 
of 4,381,951, which is only 76,824 under 
the figure of 10 years ago. This is mueh 
the smallest that the, island has 
suffered in any decade from the time 
70 years ago, when famine swept away 
thousands of the people anda great 
emigration began which still continues. 
but in steadily declining volume. Com- 
pared with the loss of 76,824 in the past 
10 years, Ireland lost, besides its nat- 
ural population increase, some 246,000 
between 1891 and 1901, 470,000 in the pre- 
vious decade, 237,540 from 1871 to 1881, 
386,000 from 1561 to 1871, 753,821 from 1851 
to 1861, and no less than 1,622.740 from 
1841 to 185l—-much of this last being du 
to starvation from the failure of ths 
crops. The island now has a popula- 
tion less by 3,000,000 than it had in 1801, 
and less by 3,800,000 than in 1841, whea 
the high record was established: and the 
latter figure just about measures the 
volume of emigration, chiefly to the 
United States, since 1853.

That’s to enable 
the umpires to sweep the plate, an- 
nounce the batteries, confer regarding 
ground rules and ring up the curtain on 
the scheduled moment. 

During Thursday's game at League 
*Park President Lynch pointed out the 
fact that the umpires lost from four to 
tern minutes every day in getting the 
players in action. He is trying to con- 
celve some way of hustling the games 
along and believes this move will help 











This is Lynch's second visit to St. 
Louis since he was made head of the 
National League. He called once dur- 
tng the 1910 season and his present trip 
is his first this year. He says his visit 
here has no meaning other than that it 
.is one of his customary tours of the 
National League circuit. 


Umpire is the Real Boss. 

“Tt is the most foolish thing in the 
world for a player to kick on a deci- 
sion, be put out of the game and sus- 
pended for three days,’’ said President 
Lynch to the Post-Dispatch. “Some of 
these fellows never will learn to be- 
have. The umptre is the boss on the 
field, but the ball players don’t realize 
that point. 

“In these days of close races the ab- 
gence from the lineup of one of the 
stars of the team means much. I like 
@geressiveness on the ball field and be- 
‘Meve the patrons of the sport want it, 
but I will not tolerate the player who 
‘tries to make a fool of the umpire. 

“It's all right for a player to protest 
if he thinks he receives the worst of 
some decision, but his kIi¢k must be 
short and without profanity. That's 
one thing I am trying to eliminate from 
baseball and those players who show 
their displeasure at the turn of events 
in a game by cussing are going to get 
the worst of it. 

Lynch Likes Staff. 

“I have the best set of umpires ob- 
tainable. They are competent men and 
‘Capable of handling a ball game. They 
are not responsible for the long, drawn- 


comment this season; neither do I think

“For one thing, the umpires seldom 
walk on the field until the starting bel! 
rings. I have suggested to the park 
owners that the bell be tapped about 
five minutes ahead of the scheduled 
starting time. That will enable the um- 
pires to get on the field, confer with 
the managers, announce the batteries 
and start the contest on time. An- 
other cause of the delay is the fact that 
most of the catchers nowadays wear 
shin guards. Buckling and unbuckling 
the pads nine or more times during an 
afternoon requires quita a little time, 
and, consequently, helps to delay the 
show. 

“I don’t favor Ban Johnson's idea

field practice. I couldn't make any 
such order and I know the National 
League will take no steps towards 
making a change in that rule.”

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NAGEL FAVORS PROJECT 





Declares Action Longest Step 
Taken to Deal Fairly and 
Squarely With Labor. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 9.—The complete 
welfare program of the National Elec- 
tric Light Association as finally ap- 
poved by the convention here calls for 
old-age pensions, death benefits, free 
accident and life insurance and the es- 
tablishment of savings and investment 
funds for employes. The program is the 
most far-reaching of its kind ever 
adopted. 

More than 500,000 men and women in 
the employ of electric companies will be 
affected by the profit-sharing plans 
which it is designed to carry out. 

The program was prepared by the ex- 
ecutive officers of some of the largest 
corporations represented in the associa- 
tion and was adopted by the convention 
after brief discussion without a dissent- 
ing vote. 

Charles Nagel, Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, sent a paper which was read 
at last night’s session. In it he declared 
that the welfare plan is ‘“‘the longest 
step yet taken by capital in this coun- 
try to deal squarely and rationally with 
labor, a step which will go far toward 
ataining an industrial reform in this 
country. After expressing himself as 
heartily in favor of the theory that the 
employer should take rigfd care of hig 
employes, Secretary Nagel said: 

“I believe that a good man will do 
more work in 11 months than in 12, I 
believe that a man who knows that 
those who are dear to him have reason- 
able security, will work with a better 
heart and more fidelity than a man who 
does not, and that argument can be 
extended without limit. 

“I believe that a railroad that is able 
to report that for a whole vear, by rea- 
son of its own diligence, vigilance and 
care, it has not had a single accident, 
has accomplished more for the com- 
munity than if it had made the lowest 
rate that was ever offered as a result 
of an order from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.” :
